TI just obtained 18 15-minute programs of Asher and 
Little Jimmy, a father-son singing duo that sang the old mountain bal- 
lads. They were extremely popular during the 1930's starting about 1931. 
Asher Sizemore stayed active in radio until the late 1950's. The prog 
grams I have are numbered 10-28, except for #13. They are complete 
with an ad for their gong book, The programs were transcribed for eve- 
ning broadcast and each one contained 5 scngs. Little Jimmy usually 
did two novelty numbers or old standards such as Home on the Range, 

Dad sang the’old ballads. Little Jimmy closed each program with Now I 
Lay me Down to Sleep. Their popularity was almost boundless. When they 
were at WSM visitors came from all over the country to see theml They 
received as much as 40,000 letters a weck at the peak of their pop- 
ularity. Later Ahser Sizemore showed his ability to adapt to other pha- 
geg of radio when he became commercial manager of a station in Indiana.
